Adams Named the Fraternal Order of Eagles Diabetes Research Chair 


Christopher Adams, 
MD, PhD, has been 
v named the Frater- 
nal Order of Eagles 
Diabetes Research 
Chair.

propel and accelerate the pace of discoveries in 
the FOE Diabetes Research Center (FOEDRC), 
whose mission is to advance knowledge of the 
mechanisms of diabetes and its related complica- 
tions through cutting-edge research. 
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Dr. Adams is a Professor of Internal Medicine 
and of Molecular Physiology and Biophysics at 
the University of Iowa. He has primarily focused 
on investigating the problem of skeletal muscle 
atrophy and its relationship with type 2 diabetes. 
He and his lab have identified several previously 
unrecognized molecular mechanisms that lead 
to skeletal muscle atrophy and has identified pro- 
teins that when activated could maintain healthy 
muscle or prevent muscle loss. His current inves- 
tigations, which seek to understand the regula- 
tion and function of these pathways, may lead to 
novel approaches to combating muscle weakness 
resulting from aging and disuse. Dr. Adams has 
developed a novel systems-based strategy for 
identifying molecules that improve muscle mass 
and function, including several promising com- 
pounds with strong potential for pharmaceutical 
development. 


The discoveries and advances from his labora- 
tory led Dr. Adams to form a UI-based biotech- 
nology company called Emmyon, Inc., which 
is forging strategic partnerships to advance its 
missions. Through Emmyon, Dr. Adams hopes 
to generate beneficial products for human and 
animal health, as well as other future avenues for 
research and development. Dr. Adams’s nation- 
al reputation has been on a rapidly increasing 
trajectory, not only with publications in leading 
scientific journals, but also with widespread cov- 
erage of his laboratory's discoveries appearing in 
The Wall Street Journal, US News and World Re- 
port, ABC News, and NBC News, among many 
other outlets. 


In addition to his extensive and widely recog- 
nized research activities as a basic and trans- 
lational scientist, Dr. Adams practices endo- 
crinology primarily at the Iowa City VA and 
contributes to the training of medical students, 
residents, fellows, with particular focus on de- 
veloping the next generation of biomedical sci- 
entists. 


I consider him to be one of the most talented 
physician scientists within the Department of 
Internal Medicine. He knows how to recognize 
novel, important scientific questions and how to 
assemble the talent and innovative approaches 
to answer them. This chair will enable him to 
attract other talented investigators to the Uni- 
versity of Iowa.

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Minnesota’s 5th District Cancer Telethon 
Raises Over $1 Million in Its 63rd Year 


For 63 years, the Eagles of Minnesota’s 5th District and lo- 
cal television station KTTC have partnered on the country’s 
longest running, locally produced telethon to benefit can- 
cer research. On January 14 & 15, the groups came together 
once again for the 2017 edition of the telethon, collecting 
more than $1,100,000 to benefit the Mayo Clinic, the Hormel 
Institute and the University of Minnesota. 


Local acts take the stage throughout the weekend to show- 
ROCHESTER case their talents while a dedicated group of volunteers 
accept pledges from area citizens calling in to offer their 
support. 


“This was my 6th year,” said Telethon Executive Director Teresa Chapman, “and to see the 
impact it has on people and their lives, it brings a tear to your eye. I’m so touched by the 
volunteers who have my back when things get a little chaotic during the event. No matter 
what’s happening, they always step up to help out. They’re the most dedicated volunteers 
I’ve ever met.” 


During the telethon’s first year, in 1954, just over $10,000 was raised. Now, the event has 
topped $1 million in donations for the second consecutive year and has raised more than 
$17 million total. This year, 90.45% of every dollar raised was donated, with the rest 
covering the costs related to the event. 
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What makes the numbers even more special is 
the dedication behind them. The telethon is a 
culmination of a year-long fundraising effort, 
with fundraisers held nearly every weekend 
by the District’s Aeries and Auxiliaries. Nearly 
every penny raised is generated through the 
hard work and perseverance of area members 
and citizens, collecting little by little through 
dinners, raffles, penny drive or general dona- 
tions to amass an impressive total of funds. 


“We have a group of kids who do 
nothing but sell lemonade year 
round,’ Chapman said. “We have 
a group that started a bean bag 
toss tournament. In its first year, 
they raised about $5,000. Now, 
it’s bringing in $76,000.” 


For 20 hours, these donations roll in while 
alented members of the community perform 
and share their personal stories regarding 
cancer, touching lives and bringing in addi- 
ional aid in an effort to prevent their friends 
and neighbors from experiencing the same 
cancer-related stories that brought them to 
he stage that day. 


“We all know someone that’s been affected 
by cancer,” Chapman said. “It’s an unfortu- 
nate thing, but that bond is what enables us 
to come together and do something like this. 
It’s such an uplifting thing to be a part of”
